Vento Chiaro, the Boston-based 
woodwind quintet acclaimed 
nationally for its technical virtuosity, 
intrepid take on the classical 
repertoire, and educational mission 
will perform four free concerts 
around town this fall. 

The group lives up to its name, which 
means "Clear Wind" in Italian, by 
blending the sweet sounds of 
woodwind and brass instruments in 
intimate settings. All concerts are 
scheduled for non-traditional 
settings, including both Bunker Hill 
Community College campuses in 
Chelsea and Charlestown, and 
Roxbury Community College. The 
interactive programs offer a concert 
experience enhanced by discussion 
between the performers and 
audience members. The final 
performance, at the Coolidge Corner 
Theater in Brookline, is directed at 
children. 

The series is sponsored by the Free 
For All Concert Fund, which ensures 
that all Bostonians have access to 
high quality classical music in 
perpetuity. This is the second year 
Vento Chiaro has been a recipient. 
"We are thrilled to have them back 
this year," says Laura Montgomery, 
Director of the BHCC Art Gallery. The 
concert will be held there in 
conjunction with a group exhibit of 
Boston-area artists and collectors 




honoring baseball, the Sox and the 
Fenway Park Centennial. 

Vento Chiaro, founded in 1997 at the 
Peabody Conservatory, Baltimore, 
has numerous concerts, residencies, 
master classes and other educational 
programs under their belt. This 
includes residencies at Tanglewood 
and the Longy School of Music. 
They're on a mission to raise the 
visibility and enjoyment of wind 
music by exploring the form's 
frontiers. Highlighting works of the 
20th and 21st centuries, the 
ensemble premieres and 

commissions new works, 

collaborating with innovative 
composers. The LA Times declares 
Vento Chiaro a force to be reckoned 
with, saying, "the day of the 
woodwind quintet may be dawning." 

During this series, Vento Chiaro 
features a new piece called "One 
Hen" by Justin Casinghino, Boston- 
based composer and founder and 
director of the Boston Composers' 
Coalition. Telling a tale of the micro- 
lending phenomenon, it riffs on the 
popular children's book of the same 
name about how one small loan, and 
one small boy, can make a difference 
in the world. 

"They loved it," continues 
Montgomery about last year's 
concerts. "Many of our students and 
children from the Chelsea public 
schools were able to experience for 
the first time this form of music.
